IN ATTACK 


ROME, Nov. 10.—The Italian for- 
ces having carried out a systematic 
retreat from the Isonzo front, are 
in battle formation today on the 
west bank of the well fortified 
Piave River. 

With them are the Franco-Brit- 
ish troops, who, with added stores 
of supplies, munitions and heavy 
guns, are ready to participate in an 
engagement of no less importance 
than the “Battle of the Marne.”’ 
Rapidly approaching this battle line 
of less than 30 miles in width are 
the combined German, Bulgarian, 
Austro-turk forces, struggling with 
two opposing elements—a blinding 
snowstorm and the menacing Ital- 
fan rear guard and airfleet. 


In the first comprehensive sur- 
vey of the coal situation he has is- 
sued in weeks, he announced two 
decisive steps: 

1. Immediate and thorough relief

ltaly,.a6 every schoolboy knows, 1s shaped like an 
Oi Fasinoned boot, drawn over a man’s knee. ‘Pie Acene= 
tian plain, toward which the Great Austro-German drive 
is directed, corresponds to the crook of the knee. 

The Chicago Tribune prints a signitant cartoon repre- 
enting the drive as a bayonet blade being driven into the, 
Tale knee with a mailed fist. 

[t is mo mere faney. The region at which the power- 
ful blow is directed is perhaps the most tender and vital 
geographical anatomy. It 1S quite within 
the range of possibility, if the offensive maintains its int 
tial momentum for a few days, that all Venetia, including 
the city of Venice, may be taken. 

The loss of that ancient and historic city, at once a 
rich art treasury and a strategic harbor, would be incalcul- 
able. If held by Austria to bargain with at the peace table, 
its redemption would cost billions. Its retention during 
the rest of the war would mean that Italy was practically 
out of the game. She could not be expected to reach the 
heart of Austria, as she hoped to do. And the Austrian 
line would be vastly shortened, Pleasia: hundreds of 
thousands of troops for use elsewhere. Austria, with Pola 
and Trieste safe, might again control the Adriatic. 

But it isn’t Italy alone that is concerned. ‘That knee 
Teutonic blade is driven is the knee of a 
soldier whose body is France and whose head is Jel- 
gium. When General Cadorna’s army withdraws, that 
blade is piercing the leg of the whole allied army. And that 
international army, in reality as in the picture may be 
thought of as having its back ‘turned shamefully to the 
enemy, and shrinking from the thrust.
